RENT STRIKE 
CHICAGO GHETTO. 


C HIC AGO, Jan. 5.—{Exclusive Dis- 
batch. ] The rent strike, which has 
filled New York's East Side with 
turmoll for two weeks, has struck the 
Chicago ghetto today and unless the 
landlords reduce the present high rents 
within the next week, several hundred 
heads of families agreed today at a 
mass meeting in Workingmens’ Hall, 
Waller and Twelfth streets, to refuse 
to pay rent and to rr to evietion 
proceedings. 

The mecting was held for the pur- 
pose of ofganizing the tenants of the 
chotto district to adopt the plan now 
being followed in New York to ob- 
tain a reduction of rent, especially in 
the tenement houses. The meeting 
was termed a “radical crisis confer- 
ence:” Speeches were made in the 
German and Yiddish tongues, and a 
permanent organization was started. 

The first advance of the rent strike 
came with the announcement that 
nineteen tenants in the Maize! bufid- 
ing, No. 442 West 14th street, sued 
a notice to the landlord several days 
ago tnat they would refuse to pay the 
rent unless a reduction of $2 a month 
Was granted. The announcement was 
received hy the audience with applause 
and cheers.
